< * ua&b ^In the Notice of Incomplete Application mailed on January 18, 2002, the Office raised 
three issues: 1) the lack of drawings in the original reissue application; 2) the failure of the 
inventor, James W. Schiek, Sr., to sign the reissue application; and 3) the missing consent of the 
assignee. 

Enclosed herewith is a copy of a Petition under 37 CFR 1.183 requesting that the Rule 
requiring the submission of drawings be waived. Notwithstanding the foregoing Petition, 
Applicant submits herewith a copy of the reissue drawings.
